Council winners 
spent more cash 
in 2013 races 


Financial disclosure. 

More money involved 
in last year's election 
campaign than in 2010

Running successfully for city 
council cost candidates about 
$20,000 more in the 2013 
election than it did in 2010. 

While there is a wide 
range of campaign dollars 
spent, councillors who won 
their seat spent an average 
of $72,725 in 2013, while 
in 2010 the average was 
$52,225. 

Breaking down the fig¬ 
ures: Two councillors spent 
more than $100,000 on their 
race in 2013, Coun. Michael 


Walters and Coun. Scott Mc- 
Keen, according to expense 
reports. 

Two more, Coun. Dave 
Lolcen and Coun. Ed Gibbons, 
spent more than $90,000, 
and another three, Coun. Mi¬ 
chael Oshry, Coun. Amarjeet 
Sohi and Coun. Tony Caterina 
broke the $80,000 barrier. 
By contrast, three years ago 
only Sohi spent more than 
$70,000, with his 2010 cam¬ 
paign coming in at $116,000. 

Coun. Andrew Knack, who 
spent $43,143 on his cam¬ 
paign, said he is concerned 
about the growing costs and 
what it’s going to do to po¬ 
tential challengers. 

“Realistically, it’s going to 
push people out of being able 
to run who might have good 
ideas and the ability to con¬ 
tribute positively,” he said. 

Walters had the highest 
spending of anyone who won 


their seat at $106,000, but 
was outspent by one of his 
opponents, Hafis Devji, who 
had $165,000 in expenses. 
Walters said he didn’t expect 
to spend that much, but the 
race was competitive. 

“We didn’t take any of our 
opponents for granted,” he 
said. 

Walters said much of his 
money was spent on volun¬ 
teer appreciation events and 
he aimed to make sure his 
campaign didn’t draw heav¬ 
ily from any one group. 

David Dodge, who lost his 
race in Ward 3 by 500 votes, 
said he favours spending 
limits, but at the same time 
doesn’t feel the three-to-one 
financial advantage was a big 
contributor. 

“I didn’t have a fat cam¬ 
paign, but I did a lot of the 
things I wanted to do to get 
my message out.”

fires spark 
push for 
personal 
safety 

Two minor fires in University 
of Alberta laboratories have 
prompted the administration 
to gear up efforts to encour¬ 
age safety as a top priority for 
students and teachers alike. 

“There were a couple of 
incidents that happened in 
late 2013,” said Rob Munro, 
director of environment, 
health and safety. “They were 
energetic chemical reactions, 
so basically some fires that 
occurred.” 

Munro said while the two 
fires were both small in na¬ 
ture, the university is taking a 
look at existing safety policies. 

“Eveiy time there is an 
incident, you always want to 
take a look to make sure if 
there is something to learn 
from it,” he explained. 

According to Munro, 
university officials noticed an 
insufficient use of personal 
protective equipment, like 
safety glasses and lab coats. 

“We are going to be do¬ 
ing a really big push in the 
laboratories to make sure all 
personal protective equip¬ 
ment is used,” he said. 

With hopes to improve 
that culture in the labs, the 
emphasis on proper personal 
safety protection will also 
improve the mindset that 
people are going into a more 
hazardous environment, 
Munro added. 

“It’s one of those things 
you start taking for granted 
and you forget to put them on. 
It’s like using your seat belt,” 
he said. 

With no specific budget, 
the university will be pushing 
communication efforts to get 
the message out there.

Galleria project 
seeking out $25M 


Land purchase. 

Council to consider 
relocating school 
board building 


Edmonton councillors will 
face another funding request 
for the proposed Galleria pro¬ 
ject this week, as the founda¬ 
tion looks for $25 million to 
purchase land. 

The money councillors 
will consider Tuesday would 
go toward relocating an Ed¬ 
monton Public School Board 
maintenance facility on the 


project site. 

Last month, councillors 
were asked to help foot the 
bill for a pedway connection 
from Churchill Station to the 
new facility, which would 
cost the city as much as $25 
million, with $9.7 million 
coming in the next two years. 

The project depends on 
the University of Alberta re¬ 
locating several faculties and 
signing a long-term lease. The 
provincial government would 
have to sign off on that re¬ 
location, but has so far been 
non-committal. 

Coun. Andrew Knack said 
he is concerned that the city 
is the only one with skin in 
the game. 

“We’re not in a rush to 
make a decision, so I want

to see if the other parties are 
committed,” he said. 

Coun. Michael Walters 
said he has some hesitation, 
but he thinks the land pur¬ 


chase could be a good oppor¬ 
tunity for the city regardless 
of the Galleria project. 

“In the long run, it’s prob¬ 
ably not a bad thing for us to 
own that piece of land, con¬ 
sidering the vision for down¬ 
town,” he said. 

Godfrey Huybregts, a 
spokesperson for the Galleria 
foundation, said there is still 
work to be done, but they’re 
hoping for council’s approval 
Tuesday so the project can 
move ahead. 

“Obviously things have to 
fall in place before we can do 
detailed design and actually 
put shovels in the ground, 
but it’s more important that 
the pieces come together,” he 
said. “We can’t move forward 
without council’s approval.”

Kitimat says W

Newcomers to the Prairie 
provinces are having no 
trouble accessing maternal 
health care, researchers at 
the University of Alberta 
have found. 

The School of Public 
Health’s Zubia Mumtaz 
studied research on mater¬ 
nal care in countries like 
the United Kingdom, New 
Zealand and Germany. 

She said she expected 
to see societal and cultural 
barriers restricting new¬ 
comers to Alberta from ac¬ 
cess to local health care 
after and while pregnant. 


In depth 


• Data for the research 
was taken from the Can¬ 
adian Maternity Experi¬ 
ences Survey, which con¬ 
sidered the difference in 
accessing and under¬ 
going prenatal care 
between immigrants and 
Canadian-born women 
in the Prairies. 


• Research found that 
newcomers accessed 
prenatal care as early 
as they wanted 87.7 per 
cent of the time, which 
was 0.2 per cent higher 
than their Canadian-born 
counterpoints. 


“We started off this re¬ 
search expecting immi¬ 
grant women would have 
difficulty accessing mater¬ 
nity services in the Prai¬ 
rie provinces,” explained 
Mumtaz, noting language 
barriers and difficulty navi¬ 
gating the system are two of 
the major concerns. 


Yet research showed im¬ 
migrant women were ac¬ 
tually having a fairly easy 
time accessing the system 
and delivering their babies. 

“This was a piece of good 
news,” Mumtaz said. “Immi¬ 
grant women are likely to 
have as many prenatal vis¬ 
its as Canadian women are, 
and they were as likely to 
deliver in a facility. 

“All the things are work¬ 
ing.” 

While the research 
proved positive, Mumtaz 
noted there was one major 
distinction — immigrant 
women were receiving a 
higher rate of C-sections 
and assisted births than 
Canadian-born women. 

Mumtaz said translators 
and staff training for cultur¬ 
al competency have helped 
support health-care service 
in the Prairies. 

“There is always a con¬ 
cern with the policymakers 
and the health-care provid¬ 
ers that we are providing 
services to everyone that 
lives in our jurisdictions,” 
she added.

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Ukraine to launch action 
against pro-Russian forces

'We're not going to 
allow Russia to repeat

Ukraine is launching a 
“large-scale anti-terrorist 
operation” to resist attacks 
of armed pro-Russian forces, 
Ukraine’s President Olelcsandr 
Turchynov said on Sunday in a 
televised address. 

The authorities in Kyiv will 
use the army in order to pre¬ 
vent Russian forces from mov¬ 
ing in, as they did in Crimea, 
Turchynov said, pledging am¬ 
nesty to anyone laying down 
arms by Monday morning. 

“The Security Council has 
made a decision to begin a 
large-scale anti-terrorist oper¬ 
ation with participation of 
army forces,” he said. “We’re 


The UN Security Coun¬ 
cil called an emergency 
meeting at Russia’s request 
Sunday evening to discuss 
the growing crisis in Ukraine. 


not going to allow Russia to 
repeat the Crimean scenario 
in Ukraine’s east.” 

Ukrainian special forces 
exchanged gunfire with a pro- 
Russia militia in an eastern 
city Sunday morning, with 
at least one security officer 
killed and five others wound¬ 
ed. It was the first reported 
gun battle in eastern Ukraine, 
where armed pro-Russia men 
have seized a number of gov¬ 
ernment buildings in recent 
days. 

Speaking late Sunday on 
Russian state television, oust¬ 
ed president Viktor Yanuko¬ 
vych accused the CIA of being 


behind the new government’s 
decision to turn to force, a 
claim the CIA denied as “com¬ 
pletely false.” 


Unrest has spread to sev¬ 
eral municipalities in eastern 
Ukraine, including the major 
industrial city of Donetsk, 


which has a large Russian- 
speaking population and was 
the support base for Yanuko¬ 
vych.

Black box batteries 
may be dead 

Following four strong 
underwater signals in the 
past week, all has gone 
quiet in the hunt for the 
missing Malaysia Airlines 
jet, meaning the batter¬ 
ies in the plane’s all-im¬ 
portant black boxes may 
finally have died. 

Despite having no 
new transmissions from 
the black boxes’ locator 
beacons to go on, air and 
sea crews were continu¬ 
ing their search in the 
southern Indian Ocean on 
Sunday for debris and any 
sounds that may still be 
emanating. 

No new electronic 
pings have been detected 
since Tuesday by an Aus¬ 
tralian ship dragging a U.S. 
Navy device that listens 
for flight recorder signals. 
Once officials are confi¬ 
dent that no more sounds 
will be heard — and that 
they have narrowed the 
search area as much as 
possible — a robotic sub¬ 
mersible will be sent down 
to slowly scour for wreck¬ 
age.

Major sues 
government for 
relocation loss 

A 24-year veteran of the 
Canadian militaiy is taking 
the federal government to 
court Tuesday to recover 
thousands of dollars he lost 
on his home when he was 
posted to another base and 
got little compensation 
through a program that he 
says has caused financial 
hardship for dozens of 
members. 

Maj. Marcus Brauer will 
be in federal court to seek 
a judicial review of a deci¬ 
sion by the Treasuiy Board 
that concluded he should 
receive only $15,000 for a 
$88,000 loss he took on the 
sale of his house in Alberta 
when he moved to Halifax 
in 2007. 

Brauer said the unique 
case is being watched 
closely by other members 
who have suffered losses on 
home sales when they get 
posted to new bases, but 
usually only collect a por¬ 
tion of those losses through 
a federal home-equity assist¬ 
ance program. 

“It doesn’t just impact 
people — it destroys them,” 
he said in an interview. 

The dispute involves 
the home-equity assistance 
program available to mil- 
itaiy members who move 
frequently and run the risk 
of taking a bath on the sale 
of their properties. 

Compensation is sup¬ 
posed to be available when 
a member has to transfer 
and sells a home in a 
depressed housing market. 
But National Defence and 
the Treasuiy Board are at 
odds over the definition of 
market and community. 

After being posted to 
Halifax, Brauer, 42, sold 
the house he’d bought for 
$405,000 near Edmonton 
for $317,000 and applied for 
home-equity assistance, but 
says he was told he would 
only qualify for payments 
up to $15,000 rather than 
100 per cent of the loss 
since the Treasuiy Board 
did not deem his home to 
be in a depressed housing 
market, the Canadian press

Lunar eclipse to dazzle 
all of Canada, even 
within city limits 


If they can stay awake, Can¬ 
adians from coast to coast will 
get a chance to view a total 
lunar eclipse this week — the 
first of four that will occur 
nearly eveiy six months. 

Total lunar eclipses occur 


twice a year but are not visible 
eveiywhere on Earth at the 
same time. 

The year’s first eclipse will 
begin just before 2 a.m. EDT 
on Tuesday and will offer ideal 
viewing for observers through¬ 
out the Western Hemisphere. 

Andrew Fazelcas, a spokes¬ 
man for the Royal Astronomic¬ 
al Society of Canada, says North 
America hasn’t seen a total 
lunar eclipse since 2011. 

“We’ve actually had this cos¬ 
mic diy spell that we’ve been 


under that’s lasted over two 
and a half years now,” he said 
in a recent interview. 

Fazelcas noted that North 
America has been out of luck 
while Asia and Africa have had 
their share of such eclipses. 

“So we finally break that 
spell with this really beautiful 
total lunar eclipse where the 
full moon will turn an orangey- 
red in colour in the overnight 
period Monday night into Tues¬ 
day, April 14th to the 15th.”

Walton 
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Forest fire devastates Chilean port city 


Valparaiso, Chile. 

Blaze kills at least 12 , 
destroys 1,000 homes 


A raging fire leaped from hill¬ 
top to hilltop in the Chilean 
port city Valparaiso through¬ 
out the night and day on Sun¬ 
day, killing at least 12 people 
and destroying at least 1,000 


homes. More than 10,000 
people were evacuated, includ¬ 
ing more than 200 female in¬ 
mates at a prison. 

The blaze began Saturday 
afternoon in a forested area 
above ramshackle housing on 
one of the city’s 42 hilltops, 
and spread quickly as hot ash 
rained over wooden houses 
and narrow streets. Electricity 
failed as the fire grew, with 
towering, sparking flames 


turning the night sky orange 
over a darkening, destroyed 
horizon. 

Eventually, neighbour¬ 
hoods on six hilltops were re¬ 
duced to ashes, including one 
hill just several blocks from 
Chile’s parliament building. 

“It’s a tremendous tragedy. 
This could be the worst fire in 
the city’s histoiy,” President 
Michelle Bachelet said as fire¬ 
fighters contained most of the 


blazes, mobilizing 20 helicop¬ 
ters and planes to drop water. 

The fire has destroyed 1,000 
houses so far and authorities 
warned that the toll of death 
and damage could rise once au¬ 
thorities can enter the remains. 
Militaiy Police Gen. Julio 
Pineda said 12 people were 
killed. More than 500 people 
were treated at hospitals, most¬ 
ly for smoke inhalation.

Uganda. Nurse facing 
prison after possibly 
transmitting HIV 


An HIV-infected Ugandan 
nurse, dubbed by the local 
press as “the killer nurse,” has 
been accused of deliberately 
injecting her blood into a two- 
year-old patient. 

The 64-year-old medical 
worker, Rosemaiy Namubiru, 
was charged with attempted 
murder, denied bail and sent 
to jail in an unusual case that 
many there see as a horrify¬ 
ing example of the lax hospi¬ 
tal standards believed to be 
prevalent in the East African 
countiy. 

But in the course of her 
trial — on the revised charge 
of criminal negligence — the 
nurse is attracting sympathy

seal hunt industry is 
challenging a ban 
on seal products 


The annual East Coast seal 
hunt starts Monday against 
a backdrop of ongoing trade 
and court challenges in Eur¬ 
ope and renewed claims from 


animal welfare groups that the 
400-year-old industry is dead in 
the water. 

Rebecca Aldworth, execu¬ 
tive director of the Canadian 
wing of Humane Society Inter¬ 
national, said on Sunday that 
only 15 boats have signalled 
their intention to take part in 
the hunt. 

With the market for seal 
products closed in the United 
States, most of Europe and 


Russia, the commercial hunt 
is a shadow of what it once 
was, largely surviving on sub¬ 
sidies from the Newfoundland 
and Labrador government, 
Aldworth said. “From a market 
perspective, the seal hunt is 
veiy much over,” she said. 

However, the federal gov¬ 
ernment has been steadfast in 
its support of the hunt, insisting 
it is humane, sustainable and 
an economically viable pursuit. 


Meanwhile, the industry 
continues to push ahead with 
a court case in the European 
Union to overturn a ban on seal 
products, and the federal gov¬ 
ernment is appealing a recent 
World Trade Organization deci¬ 
sion to uphold the ban. 

The WTO justified the 
restrictions in November 
based on “public moral con¬ 
cerns” for animal welfare.

The Canada Revenue 
Agency says the security 
risk has been addressed, but 
added it will not apply inter¬ 
est or penalties to individual 
taxpayers filing their 2013 
tax returns after April 30 for 
a period equal to the length 
of the service interruption.

Three shot dead at 
Jewish community, 
retirement centre 

A man in his 70s opened 
fire Sunday outside of a 
Jewish community centre 
and nearby retirement com¬ 
munity in suburban Kansas 
City, killing three people, 
authorities said.

the Jewish Community Cen¬ 
ter of Greater Kansas City 
in a parking lot. One male 
died at the scene, another 
male died at a hospital.

U.S. looking into new 
Syria toxic gas claims 


Opposition-held 
village.

The U.S. ambassador to the 
United Nations said Sunday 
that reports of a poison gas 
attack Friday in a rural village 
north of Damascus were so 
far “unsubstantiated,” add¬ 
ing that the United States was 
tiying to establish what really 
happened. 

Opposition groups, includ¬ 
ing the main Western-backed 
Syrian National Coalition, 
said the poison gas attack 
at Kfar Zeita hurt dozens of 
people, though it did not 
identify the gas used. State- 
run Syrian television blamed 
members of the al-Qaida- 


linlced Nusra Front rebel 
group for the attack, saying 
they used chlorine gas to kill 
two people and injured more 
than 100. It did not say how it 
confirmed chlorine was used. 

An opposition activist 
said government helicopters 
dropped a number of barrel 
bombs on the village that ap¬ 
peared to carry the toxic gas, 
killing one person and chok¬ 
ing about 100 people, many 
of them in their homes. 

In the Syrian capital, 
President Bashar Assad said 
the conflict was shifting in 
the government’s favour 
after a string of govern¬ 
ment triumphs against re¬ 
bels. Assad’s forces also have 
struck local ceasefire agree¬ 
ments with the opposition in 
a number of neighbourhoods, 
where weaiy rebels have 
turned over their weapons in 
exchange for an easing of suf¬ 
focating blockades.

If breakthrough means 
we’re going to get played 
on BBC Radio 1, then I 
don’t think it’s going to be 
a breakthrough record.

Let the steady flow of funds begin 


Before children can learn to 
manage money well, they first 
need to be able to get their 
sticky little fingers on the stuff. 
Most people have no problem 
with that concept. But when 
it comes to what you should 
require of your children in ex¬ 
change for that allowance, the 
debate rages. Some people feel 
an allowance should have no 
strings attached. Others think it 
should be tied to chores in the 
home, school grades or behav¬ 
iour: “If you don’t smarten up, 
I’ll cut off your allowance!” 

Just as the allowance debate 
is strongly pro and con on the 
idea of attaching strings, so too 
is the debate about whether or 
not kids should work for their 
money. Some parents feel that 
school is a child’s job, and any 
other work detracts from po¬ 
tential success at school. Others 
think that a part-time job is 
perfectly fine, while still others 
believe that a part-time job is 
essential because it begins the 
development of a good work 
ethic. 

From early on, children re¬ 
ceive mixed messages about 
money. At home they hear one 
thing, at school and among 


their peers, another. Mom does 
it one way; Dad is the complete 
opposite. What is consistent 
is that nobody seems able to 
agree on the money rules. And 
often those mixed messages 
stay with kids long after your 
parental influence has passed. 

I’m of the school that be¬ 
lieves that allowances should 
come strings-free and that it’s 
perfectly fine for children to 
get a part-time job to supple¬ 
ment their allowance — not 
to replace it — when they get 
older. 

Think about why you’re giv¬ 
ing your kid an allowance. The 
objective should be to teach 
him money-management skills. 


To learn how to manage 
money responsibly, children 
need a steady flow of funds 
they can rely on. 


• The experience of handling 
a weekly allowance will 


The fact that you work hard for 
your money will be brought 
home when your child learns 
relative value — how many 
hours he has to work to afford 
that pair of running shoes. 

Money doesn’t work as a 
reward for good behaviour. Just 


teach many fundamental 
skills, including how to 
manage a cash flow, how 
to plan ahead, the skill of 
setting goals (both short- 
and long-term) and how to 
save to satisfy a goal. 


ask any of the management 
theorists who have proven 
that money is not a motivator 
for adults. So why should it be 
for children? Good behaviour 
is based on an understanding 
of right and wrong, thought¬ 
fulness, caring and considera¬ 


tion, along with myriad other 
positive attributes, all of which 
have to be internalized. 

Good grades are your child’s 
responsibility. School is his 
primaiy job and good grades 
are an indication that he is 
doing his job well. If you pro¬ 
vide financial reward for good 
grades, you are externalizing 
the reward. Instead, the reward 
should be internalized: The self¬ 
esteem and pride that accom¬ 
panies having done well. 

As for an allowance being 
payment for chores, who pays 
you to do the chores in your 
home? Chores are a part of each 
individual’s responsibility to 
the family. Payment for regular 
chores negates a child’s individ¬ 
ual responsibility as a member 
of the family unit. (Payment for 
extra household tasks — those 
above and beyond a child’s nor¬ 
mal chores — is fine when they 
are specifically doing the task 
to earn some money.) 

Whatever your own experi¬ 
ences with money as a child, 
tiy to put them aside as you 
begin to teach your children 
how money works and the role 
it should play in their lives. To 
ensure money is not imbued 
with meanings it should have, 
don’t tie things like self-esteem, 
power or love to money. Stay 
balanced when you talk about 
it. And, above all, figure out 
what message you want your 
children to get from your 
money lessons. For, like it or 
not, they are learning from 
you. What lesson would you 
like your child to learn today?

The heroes of

One colourful career. 

Ed Catmull's recipe

The Man 

Pixar’s story is a little like 
those in its films: Some kids 
with moxie who did things 
differently took a risk and 
won over the world. And, 
just like in a fairy tale, Pix- 
ar’s story has a hero. 

The current president of 
both Walt Disney Anima¬ 
tion Studios and Pixar Ani¬ 
mation Studios, Ed Catmull, 
came to movies by way of 
science. 

He garnered degrees in 
physics and computer sci¬ 
ence from the University of 
Utah. 

And his groundbreaking 
work in computer anima¬ 
tion, while there, attracted 
the attention of the New 
York Institute of Technol¬ 
ogy, which hired him to 
lead its new Computer

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Graphics Lab in 1974. 

From there, in 1979, 
George Lucas brought in 
Catmull to lead Lucasfilm’s 
computer graphics division, 
which, in 1986, was pur¬ 
chased by Steve Jobs and 
renamed Pixar. 

The rest, as they say, is 
history. 

But it might not have 
been, if not for Catmull and 
his cofounders’ forward- 
thinking managerial style 
and approaches toward 
growing a business. 


The Message 

With the help of journalist 
Amy Wallace, Catmull has 
distilled his working ethos 
into an engaging book, Crea¬ 
tivity, Inc., which was pub¬ 
lished by Random House on 
April 8, that is part memoir, 
part storytelling, and part 
business guide. 

Pixar fans will enjoy be¬ 
hind-the-scenes stories and 
trivia (Monsters, Inc. was 
originally about a grown 
man dealing with frighten¬ 
ing creatures no one else 
can see); business leaders 
will glean not just informa¬ 
tion but motivation, too (see 
sidebar). 

Catmull’s secret to suc¬ 
cess seems to be an unwaver¬ 
ing dedication to looking for 
unknowns and dealing with 
what he finds. 

He focuses on prepar¬ 
ing himself and his team to 
deal with unseen challenges 
when they’re found, rather 
than trying to prevent them, 
or worse, pretend they 
aren’t there. 

Being unafraid of challen¬ 
ges and working co-opera¬ 
tively first and foremost are 
things that Catmull believes 
will make businesses better. 


Catmull’s career tips 


• “If there are people in your organization 
who feel they are not free to suggest 
ideas, you lose. Do not discount ideas 
from unexpected sources." 


• “There are many valid reasons why 

people aren’t candid with one another in 
a work environment. Your job is to search 
for those reasons and then address 
them." 


• “Do not fall for the illusion that by pre¬ 
venting errors, you won't have errors to 
fix. The truth is, the cost of preventing 
errors is often far greater than the cost of 
fixing them.” 


• “Change and uncertainty are part of life. 
Our job is not to resist them but to build 
the capability to recover when unexpect¬ 
ed events occur.” 


• “Similarly, it is not the manager’s job to 
prevent risks. It is the manager's job to 
make it safe to take them." 


• “Failure isn't a necessary evil. In fact, it 
isn’t evil at all. It is a necessary conse¬ 
quence of doing something new." 


• “Trust doesn't mean that you trust that 
someone won't screw up — it means you 
trust them even when they do screwup.” 


• “A company's communication structure 
should not mirror it's organizational 
structure. Everybody should be able to 
talk to anybody." 


• “Do not accidentally make stability a 
goal. Balance is more important than 
stability." 


• “Don’t confuse the process with the goal. 
Working on our processes to make them 
better, easier, and more efficient is an 
indispensable activity and something we 
should continually work on —but it is not 
the goal. Making the product great is the 
goal.”

THE DESERT

The severe market crash 
in October 2008 changed 
my life. I started running 
to regain my health, both 
emotional and physical. 
Shortly after I took my 
first steps, I ran the Gobi 
March in China in June 
' 09 , followed by the Ata¬ 
cama Crossing in Chile in 
*io and the Sahara Race in 
Egypt in ’ll. In this post, I 
share a lesson about life, 
learned from the desert. 

Training for the Gobi, I 
needed to find ways to spend 
more time on my legs to rep¬ 
licate an average day in the 
desert. Once in the desert, I 
would be running for five to 
eight hours in soft sand each 
day, as opposed to three to 
five hours on pavement. 


Get up, stand up 


My energy level in¬ 
creased and consequent¬ 
ly so did the intentional¬ 
ly and quality of my 
conversations. 


The first steps were 
simple. I sold my vehicle and 
stopped taking elevators. 

And then the big idea came: 
work standing up. Over the 
course of a month, I tran¬ 
sitioned 20 years of sitting 
habits into a new routine 
of working while standing. 
Here’s why and how it can 
benefit you, too. 

Standing eight or more 
hours a day strengthened my 
legs and back for the race, 
and for other activities. And 
then the following unexpect¬ 
edly occurred: 

1) Standing and walking 
while at the office helped 
me lose 30 pounds in three 
months, “free burning” up to 
25 per cent more calories per 
day (free because it doesn’t 
feel like exercise). 


2) Having an open-door 
policy, more than 30 un¬ 
planned meetings occur in 
my office daily. Without a 
chair to sit on, these now 
“stand-up meetings” became 
veiy expedient: Everyone got 
to the point faster, giving me 
newfound time to focus on 
other priorities. 

3) Live or on the phone with 
a headset, moving around 
allowed me to engage my 
arms and body in my con¬ 
versations. My energy level 
increased and consequently 
so did the intentionality and 
quality of my conversations. 

Some of life’s gifts come 
from being forced to change 
ingrained habits. Being over¬ 
burdened like most of you 
meant I needed to go about 
my training more creatively. 
As a result, my training’s 
most precious gift is that I 
haven’t sat since. Walking 
is a perfect way towards a 
healthy lifestyle — tiy it for 
yourself and let me know 
how it goes.

Corporation studies 
how people work. 
Employees complete 
thorough survey every 
year, as leaders hope 
to discover the key to

Google is hoping a century- 
long study will help unlock 
the key to happier, health¬ 
ier and high-performing 
workers — and researchers 
say it’s something all busi¬ 
nesses could easily mimic 
and benefit from. 

Google’s been collecting 
the “gDNA” for two years 
now, wrote Laszlo Bock, 
senior vice president of 
people operations, in a blog 
explaining the study for the 
Harvard Business Review. 

More than 4,000 em¬ 
ployees complete two an¬ 
onymous, in-depth surveys 
per year, answering ques¬ 
tions about work attitudes, 
culture, relationships and 
more. 

Employees can opt out 
at any time and are encour¬ 
aged to continue to fill out 
the surveys, should they 
wish, if they leave the com¬ 
pany. 

The focus is on the sci¬

Two years in, Google has been able to differentiate between two types of 
employees: segmentors and integrators. 

• Segmentors, which make up 31 per cent of surveyed employees, are able 
to distinguish between work-related stress and the rest of their lives, Bock 
wrote. 

• The other 69 per cent are integrators, he explained, and struggle to separ¬ 
ate home and work, finding themselves not only checking their email after 
work, “but pressing refresh on Gmail again and again to see if new work 


has come in.” 


That in itself is not revolutionary, Kelloway said, since previous studies 
about work and family have shown men tend to fall in the segmentor cat¬ 
egory, while women are more integrators. 

But by tracking for longer, Kelloway said Google will be able to see if people 
shift from their categories overtime: “is that a situational thing? Is that 
something being foisted on people or is that who they actually are?”

Getting businesses and 
people to understand the

heat. Tilapia is one of the 
leanest fish with only 129 
calories and 2 Vi grams of 
fat for 3 oz. 


Pecans contain vitamin 
E, which is a natural anti¬ 
oxidant that helps protect 
against cell damage and 


fights Alzheimer’s, Parkin¬ 
son’s, cancer and heart dis¬ 
ease. They are also a natur¬ 
ally good source of protein. 


You can always use a 
food thermometer when 
cooking fish. Place the 
prong into the thickest part 
of the fish, and when the 
temperature reaches 125°F 
the fish is medium-cooked. 
The fish continues cooking 
for at least 5 minutes after 
this time, so you don’t want 
to overcook the fish or it 
will be dry. 

Directions 

1. Heat the oven to 425°F. 
Spray a nonstick baking 
pan with cooking oil or line 
with parchment paper. 

2. Place the pecans in a 
small, nonstick frying pan 
and toast over medium-high 
heat for 3 minutes or until 
golden and fragrant. Stir in 
the honey, maple syrup and 
butter. Reduce the heat to 
low and cook for 3 minutes 
or until slightly thickened. 
Pour half the sauce over the 
tilapia on the baking pan.

• 3 tbsp finely chopped pecans 

• 3 tbsp liquid honey 

• 2 tbsp maple syrup

NHL. Despite missing

The disaster that was the 2013- 
14 NHL season mercifully end¬ 
ed for the Edmonton Oilers on 
Saturday night, and on Sunday 
morning the players couldn’t 
wait to do their exit interviews 
and get out of the rink. 

A team that went into the 
season with high hopes — as 
the Oilers have done each of 
the last several years — ended it 


by missing the playoffs for the 
eighth straight year, finishing 
last in the Western Conference. 
Their 67 points — from a rec¬ 
ord of29-44-9 — left them third 
last in the entire NHL, ahead of 
only Buffalo and Florida. 

The year was, the players 
unanimously agreed, frustrat¬ 
ing and disappointing. But as 
they have since early Novem¬ 
ber when their playoff hopes 
had already faded after a 4-15-2 
start, the players remained ada¬ 
mant the team is on the right 
track. 

“I can honestly say I’m head¬ 
ing into next year with a lot of 
optimism not only individually,

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Bubba bursts rookies* bubbles

Bubba Watson’s second Mas¬ 
ters title was nothing like the 
green jacket he won two years 
ago. 

The only daring shot Wat¬ 
son hit was one he really 
didn’t need. The wild swing 
in momentum came on the 
front nine, not the back nine 
of Augusta National. And the 
sweetest difference of all Sun¬ 
day was seeing his two-year-old 
son walk toward him on the 
edge of the 18th green after his 
three-shot victory over Jordan 
Spieth. 

Watson turned in another 
masterpiece and joined an elu¬ 
sive group as the 17th player 
to win the Masters more than 
once. 

He turned a two-shot deficit 
into a two-shot lead on the final 
two holes of the front nine, 


then kept Spieth, 20, and eveiy- 
one else at safe distance the rest 
of the way. Watson closed with 
a 3-under 69 to beat a pair of 
Masters rookies in Spieth and 
Jonas Blixt of Sweden. 

Two years ago, when he 
hit that wild hook out of the 
trees on the 10th hole to win 
in a playoff, his wife and newly 
adopted son were watching 
at home in Florida. This time, 
young Caleb was decked out 
in a green-and-white striped 
Masters shirt and green tennis 
shoes as he waddled over to his 
father. 

“This one’s a lot different,” 
Watson said. “The first one, for 
me, it was almost like I lucked 
into it.” 

After high-fiving the crowd 
on his way to sign his card, Wat¬ 
son returned to Butler Cabin to 
take back that green jacket he 
slipped on Adam Scott a year 
ago. 

“After giving it away last 
year, I wanted it back,” Watson 
said. “I told Adam we could just 
swap it back and forth eveiy 
year.” 

Spieth, hying to become the 
youngest Masters champion, 


could only watch from the side 
of the green. 

He dazzled the massive 
crowd early by holing out for 
birdie from the front bunker on 
No. 4, and making back-to-back 
birdies to build a two-shot lead 
through seven holes. Bidding 
to become the first player in 35 
years to win a green jacket in 
his first try, Spieth looked to be 
well on his way. 

But he three-putted for 
bogey on No. 8 — his first 6 on 
his card all week — as Watson 
got up-and-down for birdie to 
tie for the lead. 

Spieth closed with six pars 
for a 72 and tied for second 
with Blixt, who never went 
away but never really threat¬ 
ened. Blixt shot a 71.
